ANOTHER SCHEME BY THE 
ROSE-CONTRACT PEOPLE. 


Workingmen Pass Strong Anti- 
sewer Bond Resolutions — Citi- 
zens Interviewed on the Bond 
Question—Final Anti-bond Meet- 
ing Tonight. 


The sewer ring were too thoroughly 
demoralized by Mayor Hazard’s knock- 
out message to the Council Monday 
afternoon to do much else on Tuesday 
than lean up against walls and fences 
and meditate on the uncertainties of 
human events in general, and boodle 
schemes in particular. Yesterday, 
however, while admitting that their 
case was hopeless, they got together, 
and a feeble attempt to patch up some 
sort of an answer to the message was 
made. Of course as long as that con- 
tract was in the way nothing could be 
done, so the first thing to be done was 
to try and get it out of sight. Mr. 


Rose was accerdingly sent for, 
and a long consultation was 
held, the exact result of 


which could not be ascertained, but 


early in the afternoon the report be- 
gan to be industriously circulated on 
the street that the objectionable con- 
trac, had been done away with; that 
the contract had been rescinded, and 
that in lieu of the original agreement 
Mr. Rose bad assigned the right of 
way for the sewer over his land for the 
sum of $12,500, which would be ac- 
cepted as payment in full for all 
claims, and that the city could then 
make such distribution of the water 
and contrel the sewer as it saw fit. 
Notwithstanding this report noone 
had seen the new contract, and up to 
the hour of closing the office it had not 
been recorded. Mayor Hazard had 
only heard of the new contract inci- 
dentally, and when called up by tele- 
phone, at 8 o’clock last evening, stated 
that he had no official knowledge of it, 

The transparency of the scheme, 
however, even admitting that it is just 
as represented, 1s too patent to deceive 
anyone. In the first place, if Rose has 
been paid $12,500, this amount, to- 
gether with the Gun Club purchase, 
$10,600, represents an outlay for right 
of way of $22,500. Besides, it is set- 
ting a precedent for every land-owner 
on the line to come to the front witha 
demand ior compensation on the same 
scale, which would make the right of 
way, which was to cost virtually noth- 
ing, stand the city in for a number of 
thousands of dollars, so that, in trying 
to extricate themselves from one di- 
lemma, the ring has merely exchanged 
the frying-pan for the fire, and ex- 
posed their trickery and chicanery so 
plainly that even the little remaining 
shred of confidence which they have 
heretofore enjoyed, had been wholly 
destroyed. 

To add to the confusion, it was cur- 
rently reported last night, on good 
authority, that City Attorney McFar- 
land, in conversation yesterday with 
Mayor Hazard, had stated that he had 
advised the Council that it would 
have to indemnify the owners of land 
in front of which the sewer passed on

IN A TRUNK. 


POLICE DETECTIVES MAKE A 
HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 


A Naked Man Found in a Trunk at 
a Crib—Why He Was Concealed 
There--A Woman in the Case— 
An Opium Joint and a Bottle of 
Whisky. 


Detective Loomis had a rather queer 
experience yesterday, which came near 
resulting fatally for at least one of the 
‘‘mac’”’ fraternity. The detective re- 
ceived information that there was a 
trunkful of stolen goods in one of the 
“cribs,” and with Detective Boland 
went down to the place to look the 
matter up. The door of the house was 
locked when they arrived, and there 
was a perceptible odor of opium com- 
ing from the room, but a sharp knock 
brought the woman to the front, who, 
without opening the door, demanded 
to know what they wanted.

JAMES VELSIR. 


Before Judge Owens for Abusing 
His Wife. 

The-examination of James Velsir, 
on a charge of assaulting his wife with 
intent to do her great bodily injury, 
was had yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Owens. The people were rep- 
resented by Assistant District Attor- 
ney McComas and ex-United States 
Attorney George J. Denis, defendant’s 
counsel being George W. Knox, Esq. 
Mrs. Velsir, the victim of the assault, 
was in court, with her eye still in 
mourning, but otherwise uninjured, 
and looking very well in a neat-fitting 
suit of black. She was accompanied 
* one or two of her lady neighbors. 

elsir occupied a seat next to his 
counsel, and frequently prompted him 
in a stage whisper that could be heard 
all over the room. He was very 
nervous, and frequently left his seat 
to talk to his friends, whe sat near by. 
Dr. Shorb was the first witness, 
and testifled to Mrs. Velsir’s 
condition when be was called 
in professionally after the assault. 
He said that she was badly bruised 
about the face and head, and was also 
suffering from nervous prostration. 
Mrs. Velsir then told the story of the 
assault substantially as has been 
heretofore published in THE TIMES 
and, although subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination, was not shaken in 
any of ber material statements. She 
was fully corroborated by Mrs. Dean 
and Mrs. Norvill, after which the State 
rested. 

Mr. Knox, counsel for the defense, 
then addressed the Court at some 
length, arguing that the case was one 
of assault, although an aggravated 
one, and that there was no evidence to 
show that it was of the character 
alleged in the complaint. Mr. Knox 
drew a comparison between the pugi- 
listic contest at San Francisco and the 
case at issue, but did not apparently 
very much impress Judge Owens, who 
intimated rather broadly that the able 
attorney was wasting his wind, so far 
as he was concerned. Mr. Denis fol- 
lowed with another prize ring simile, 
when Judge Owens said that he would 
hold Velsir to appear before the Su- 
perior Court on the charge. 

Mr. Kuox then made a strong plea 
for a reduction of the bail from $1500 
to 51000, but Mr. Denis objected, which 
led to a rather heated colloquy be- 
tween the two attorneys, Mr. Knox 
intimating that Mr. Denis was taking 
entirely too prominent a part in the 
prosecution to suit him, and calling on 
the District Attorney to give his opin- 
ion.

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The Sewer and the Poor Man. 
SOME QUESTIONS FOR EVERBODY TO 
CONSIDER. 

Los ANGELEs, Aug. 26.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THe Trwes.] There are but 
two considerations that present them- 
selves in the sewerage problem: sani- 
tary and financial. They both deserve 
the most careful consideration, as 
neither can get along without the 
other, and, as a business proposition, 

they are two inseparable inks. 

While we all recognize the importance 
of sanitation, due consideration must be 
given to our finances. We all agree 
upon the necessity of a sewerage 
2 but we disagree on the claim 
that the Eaton system, as proposed, is 
the only practicable system. We deny 
that it is the most economical, but 
hold that it is found, upon investiga- 
tion, to be extravagant. Who will 
deny that $508,000 allotted to storm 
drains engineered for the benefit of a 
few, at the expense of the many, is not 
an extravagant expenditure, compared 
with only $332,000 allotted tor the 
building of the interior system? 

The district or lateral sewers must 
be paid by direct contribution or as- 
sessment, at an approximated cost of 
$8,000,000. You may be told in opposi- 
tion that it is not the intention to 
sewer the entire city; but only certain 
parts thereof. If this be true, then, 
with what consistency or fairness can 
a taxpayer be asked to vote 
a tax upon his property that may only 
in years to come, if ever, receive the 
benefit of its use? 

The estimated cost to every person 
owning a lot not already sewered is 
$1 per front foot, or $50 for 50 feet. 
House connections and sanitary plumb- 
ing will cost an average of about $40, 
making in all $90. 

We are told that the poor and the 
unemployed are to be benefited. While 
this may be so in some instances, haw 
will it affect the great bulk of our in- 
dustrious, frugal laborers, who, under 
trials and difficulties, have acquired a 
little home, becoming property-owners 
and taxpayers, many of whom have 
not yet been able to meet the burden- 
some street-grading tax other than by 
mortgage on their properties? If we 
are to choose between the man of fam- 
ily.and small property-owner and the 
man with his blankets, we should 
choose the former every time. The 
one is a fixture; the otheris not. The 
former represents five persons; the 
latter but one. Then why rob or crip- 

le the former to accommodate the 
atter? Will this increase your popu- 
lation and your business? 

What assuragice have our taxpayers, 
in the event of the present scheme 
being adopted, that it is designed to 
give the work to our enrolled voters 
who have lived with us, aided in pay- 
ing our taxes and borne the burdens of 
our municipality, that the contractors 
will not import foreign labor, flood 
this city with travelers from other 
counties or even, perhaps, pauper labor 
from the East? | 

The impression that the money is 
mostly coming from the rich is a false 
one, as all the business center and 
many of the 1 streets are al- 
ready sewered, thus exempting the 
wealthy from any additional tax other 
than the general tax. If the bonds 
carry this tax will be on a taxabie 
valuation of 35,000, 000, $37.85 on every 
$100, or $87.35 increase of assessed 

valuation on every $1000, in order to 
pay our indebtedness in the next 20 
years. The fact that the tax rate of 1 
per cent. may not be increased does

Views of an Old Resident. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 28.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tne Times.] The people of 
Los Angeles should neyer lose sight of 
the incontestible fact that the treat- 
ment of the sewer question in a dry 
country ought, in the very nature of 
things, to be radically different from 
what it should be in a wet country, 
where there is a surplus of water. It 
long ago passed into a proverb in 
Southern California that water is worth 
more than land; and do we not hear 
this maxim reéchoed repeatedly lately 
in connection with the labors of the 
Arid Lands Commission? Many years 
ago the writer of this paid $500 for a 
tract of land near San Gabriel and $600 
for the title to water with which to ir- 
rigate that land. How many people 
there are in this city who have prac- 
ticed irrigation here in the past who 
know what it means to have their crops 
suffer for want of water, and who have 
clamored, even quarreléd, for their 
rightful share of it after they had 
bought it! To these people the pro 
osition to throw away, in the Pacific 
Ocean, a large portion of the water of 
our river seems worse than foolish— 
they look upon it as absolutely wicked. 
In a wet country like England or the 
Eastern States the throwing away of 
that much water would be looked upon 
with indifference; there the main ob- 
jects being the disposal by utilization 
of the sewage; here the principal 
desiderata should be the saving and 
using of the water, with the utiliza- 
tion of the sewage as a secondary con- 
sideration; for the latter can be, if 
necessary, separated and burned. 
Our farmers and vineyardists (of 

whom there are very few in the Coun- 
cil), who appreciate that water is our 
life blood, reason in this way: The 
sewer water if taken, at great expense, 
to Ballona, will ultimately have to be 
deodorized to prevent its becoming a 
~ nuisance there, and then it will be lost 
in the sea. Why not deodorize it south 
of town and then it will be very valu- 
able and plenty of people will want to 
buy it and pay good prices for itin 
both winter and summer. It may be 
set down as a fact that innocuous water 
for — will always have a com- 
mercial value in Southern California. 
Let our wise Councilmen put this 
mildly-stated axiom in their pipes and 
smoke it! 

The cost of deodorizing apparatus 
south of the city would not be any 
more than at Ballona. And in the 
former case the water could be used 
and made a source of profit to the city, 
whilst in the latter it would have to be 
thrown away and lost in the ocean. 
Besides, the cost of deodorizing being 
the samein both cases, the expense of 
the outfall to the sea (where neither 
the sewer water nor the sewage is 
wanted) of nearly half a million dollars 
could be entirely saved.

The storm water shouid be conducted 
to the river, independent of the sewer 
system. Those who have had the 
most experience in using this sewage 
for irrigation are the most opposed to 
its being sent to Ballona, but toward 
the sea, by the way of the Nadeau- 
vineyard route, where the soil is 
adapted to its use, and many times 
the present volume could be used with 
profit and safety.

Now, supposing these peo- 
ple could be bought off, how much 
would they want, in view of the facts 
that the City Attorney has said 
they ought to have something, and 
that Mr. Rose would be getting $12,500? 
Two thousand apiece? Scarcely less. 
Perhaps more. Twenty-five times $2000 
is $50,000, which, added to 812.500 for 
Rose and $10,000 for the gun club land, 
makes the trifle of $72,500 for right of 
way—that is, supposing we can get it, 
which is doubtful. 

So, instead of the right of way on 
the Ballona route having been all 
secured in black and white, as the 
sewer, Councilmen have persistently 
asserted, we have the following slightly

tion reaches 200,000. The proposition we 
are now voting on is to appropriate $1,280,- 
000 to build storm-sewers for the benefit of

The fhdges of election must 
open, exhibit and close the ballot-box in the 
presence of the persons assembled, and pro- 
claim aloud that the pollg are open, when they 


must receive the votes. When the polls are 
cloged, that fact must be proclaimed aloud, 
and no votes be received afterward. 

No person is allowed by law to vote whose 
name is not on the Great Register in use at 
the precinct. The qualifoations are: Resi- 
dence in the State one year, in the county 
ninety days and in the precinct thirty days 
preceding the election; but a person moving 
from one preoinet to ünother within said 
thirty days does not lose His vote in the pre- 
cinct so moved from, provided he was an 
elector (legal voter) on the thirtieth day prior 
to such election. Any person offering to vote 
may be orally challenged; by any elector for 
either of the following reasons: 

1. That he is not the person whose name ap 
pears on the Register.. 

2. That he has not resided in the State one 
year next preceding the election. 

8. That he has not been a naturalized citizen 
of the United States for ninety days prior to 
the election. — 

4. That he has not resided within the county 
for ninety days preceding the election. 

6. That he bas not resided within the pre- 
cinct for thirty days next preceding the elec- 
tion. 

6. That he has before voted that day. 

7. That he bas been convicted of an in- 
famous crime. 

8. That he has been convicted of the embez- 
zlement of public moneys. 

If the voter is challenged, the inspector 
must administer an oath to the person chal- 
lenged to answer questions, when the inspec- 
tor is to propound such questions 
as may be necessary to a determination of the 
challenge. If any person challenged refuses 
to be sworn and to answer questions, he must 
not be allowed to vote. Bvery person who re- 
fuses to be sworn when challenged, or refuses 
to answer pertinent questions touching his 
right to vote, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person not entitied to vote who votes 
fraudulently, or wore than once, or 
changes any ballot after the same has 
been deposited in the _ ballot-box, 
or adds, or attempts to add, 
any ballot to those legally polled, or attempts 
to mix, or add, other ballots to those legally 
voted, or carries away or destroys any poll 
list, or ballots, er ballot-box, orin any man- 
ner interferes with voters lawfully exercising 
their rights of voting, is guilty cf a felony; 
and every person who procures, aids, or coun- 
sels, or assists another to give his vote, know- 
ing the person is not qualified to vote, is 
guilty ofa misdemeanor. The penalty fora 
violation of the election laws isa fine to the 
extent of $1000, or imprisonment in the State's 
Prison to the extent of five years, or both, 

All voters are earnestly requested to especi- 
ally watch and expose any attempt to violate 
the election laws, and to that end persons 
challenging voters are requested to write down 
the names of all persons challenged, together 
with the name of the streetand number or !o- 
cation of his residence as given by said voter: 
and in case of the detection of any attempt to 
violate the election laws, to immediately re- 
port such person and the particulars thereof 
to any peace officer of this city at such polls, 
with a request for the arrest of such person; 
and a report of the partipulars in all such 
cases is earnéstly requ to be promptly 
given to this Executive mittee, in order 
to properly push the prosepption of all such 
offenders aga‘nst the law,

The British Occupation of Rhode 


Island—Defeat of the Six Nations 
According to Hoyle“ A Noted 
Bet. 


In 1778 Gen. Pigot commanded 6000 


British troops who occupied Rhode 
Island. 
Newport, and the enemy had held the 
district since 1776. Sullivan was made 
commander of a force which was to 
expel the British. It was ordered that 
New England should raise 5000 militia, 
aud the call was answered with en- 
thusiasm, John Hancock commanding 
the Massachusetts contingent in per- 
son. 
fleet entered the bay, while Sullivan 
moved on the enemy with a force of 
10,000 men. The French Admiral com- 
pelled the British to burn or sink six 
frigates that lay in Newport harbor. 
A week elapsed, however, before the 
Americans were ready for an attack, 

and as Greene, who had been sent to 
aid Sullivan, was ill, he could not lead 
his troops in person. A landing was 
effected on the 10th by the Americans

Count d’Estaing with a French 


in two divisions, it being expected 


that 4000 French troops would co- 
operate. 


The arrival of Admiral Howe 
with the British squadron obliged 
d’Estaing to go out and meet him. A 
storm arose on the 12th, which did not 
abate till the 14th, and compelled the 
French fleet to go to Boston for re- 
Desertion had reduced Sulli- 
van’s force to 6000, and he retreated, 
pursued by the British. He made a 


stand at Butts, and drove the enemy 


to Quaker Hill, where they had con- 


structed intrenchments, at which a 


severe engagement tock place on the 
The British were again driven 
back, the battle lasting until 3 o’clock, 
with a sluggish cannonade kept up till 
sunset. Sullivan lost 200 men and the 
British 260. Sullivan made bitter com- 
plaints against d’Kstaing, but Con- 
gress soothed his feelings with com- 
mendation of his conduct. The next 
day an additional British force of 4000 
men, under Sir Henry Clinton, occupied 
Rhode Island. 

DEFEAT OF THE SIX NATIONS. _ 
In 1779 continued Indian and Tory 
attucks threatened the depopulation of 
the Wyoming and Mohawk valleys. It 
was resolved to inflict such a punish- 
ment as would deter the savages from 
further incursions. For this purpose 
Sullivan was given 3000 men, and late 
in August he set out for Wyoming 
Valiey, his artillery and stores being 
drawn up the Susquehanna in boats. 
At Tioga he was joined by Gen. James 


from Albany. They had come up the 
Mohawk to Canajoharie Creek, thence 
to Otsego Lake. To raise the water in 
the outlet so as to float his boats, Clin- 
ton dammed the lake, and then letting 
out the water was able to float his 
boats to Tioga with ease.
